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WOMEN’S LEADER VISITS 
ISLE OF MAN 


Mrs. Corbett Ashby’s 
Criticisms 


First-hand criticism of some of the conditions at the Isle 
of Man camps, and suggestions tor improvemenpts. were 
made to me last week (writes a JEWISH CHRONICLE repre- 
sentative) by Mrs. Corbett Ashby, the women’s leader. 
Mrs. Ashby is particularly well Known as President of the 
National Alliance of Women. President of the British 
Commonwealth League, and Chairman of the Women’s 
Liberal Federation; but she ts also Vice-Chairman of Dr. 
Mallon’s Friendly Aliens’ Protection Committee, and tt 
was on behalf of that organisation that she paid her vasit 
to the Isle of Man. 

The welfare officers, said Mrs. Ashby, were keen on then 
work, but diflered much in mitiative and- knowledge 

in the various camps the canteens now catered = tor 
smaller numbers, and had dimimishing stocks, so that the 
profits were meagre. Even with those who could carn a little 
by land work, toy-making, or creating, there were still many 
destitute, The Government,”” she urged, “should be respon- 
sible for a small minimum amount to be paid to destitute 
persons, who will increase in numbers as their private funds 
are cthausted.” 

The Douglas camps, Mrs. Ashby continued, provided 
facilities for visiting theatres and cinemas: that 1s, of the internees 
could pay a small sum from their very meagre pocket-money 
Some of the camps on the front were terribly short of room, 
and, if possible, should be closed down and the men trans- 
ferred to such camps as Onchan which have land available 
for agriculture Of games 


Employment the Main Problem 


Discussing the releases, Mrs. Ashby considered that, though 
unfortunately slow, they were rapid compared with the first 
few months. This had greatly disorganised wellare work and 
employment, as key men tended to be taken and unskilled 
iternees are left. Employment was the main problem tor both 
men and women Mrs. Ashby added that Mr. Lamb, of the 
Home Office, had been to the island in connection with this 
guestion, 

it was urgent, she stressed, that industries should be pro- 
vided to employ the able-bodied in ‘constructive work at proper 
rates of pay. Hostels and training facilities were needed for 
the voung boys and etris 

“tt is. a scandal.” Mrs. Ashby declared, “ that the family 
camp promised by the authorities for months past should sull 
not be in existence.” 

Returning to her favourite subject—the women—-Mrs 
Ashby said: “ Women were very anxious that they should have 
a lovalty test on the lines of the Pioneer Corps for men. They 
are making their own register of their qualifications and would 
like to volunteer for munitions, nursing, A.T.S., or clerical 
VICES There is still a tremendous amount of human hfe 
and capability which should be used to help our effort to win 
the war.” she concluded. 

Mrs Ashby is to submit her proposals to Dr. Mallon’s 
Committee and to the Home Office 


THE KING MEETS MR. BENJAMIN 
V. COHEN 


U.S. Ambassador’s Adviser 


When the new United States Ambassador, Mr. J. G. 
Winant, arrived in England on Saturday he was accom- 
panied, as was expected, by his legal adviser, Mr. Benjamin 
Victor Cohen. They were met by fhe King, who shook 
hands with them. 

Mr. Cohen, who was also formerly adviser to President 
Roosevelt's New Deal Brains Trust.” comes from Indiana, 
Mr. Wendell Willkie’s home State. He graduated at Chicago 
University, and devoted himself to legal studies, In 1916 he 
became Secretary to Judge Julian W. Mack, and in 1917 was 
appointed attorney to the U.S. Shipping Board. In 1933, when 
only 39 years old. he became Associate General Counsel to the 
Public Works Administration. Since 1935 he has been General 
Counsel of the National Power Policy Committee in Washington. 
His appointment to his present post is described as illustrating 
the importance that Mr. Roosevelt places on the new 
Ambassador's work. 

Incidentally, Mr. Cohen has also taken a keen interest im 
Palestine. He was Counsel to the American Zionist Delegation 
in London and Paris in 1919-21, and is a Trustee of the Palestine 
Endowment Fund and a Director of the Palestine Economic 
Corporation. 

When meeting the British Press on Monday, Mr. Winant 
revealed that Mr. Cohen was his “ personal choice.” Mr. 
Cohen already has many friends in Britain, it is stated. Soon 
after the Armistice in 1918 he came over as counsel for the 
American Zionists. 


AXIS BULGARIA 


Anti-Semitic Drive Begins | 


JEWS ARRESTED 


Following the action of the Bulgarian Government in 
deciding to collaborate with the Axis Powers, panic among 
local Jews has reached its height. Although the vast 
majority of Bulgarians are ignoring the anti-Jewish agita- 
tion conducted by the Nazis, and are maintaining friendly 
relations with the Jews, large numbers of Jews-are trying 
to escape to Turkey and Greece. Many Jews are also 
leaving towns where the presence of the German troops 
and the Gestapo authorities is already in evidence and 
from where, it is feared, the Nazis may commence war 

Gestapo agents, aided by the Bulgarian Secret Police, have 
already arrested a number of prominent Jews, who are accused 
of anti-Axis and pro-British activities. 

[he Bulgarian newspaper Zora, apparently anxious to please 
the new masters of the country, has opened a campaign against 
the Jews, demanding their eradication on account of their 
opposition to the German-Bulgarian understanding and their 
sympathy with Britain 

In view of the gravity of the situation, the Federation cf the 
Jewish Communities in Bulgaria has decided to store the 
historic achives of the Jewish Communities in safety. Photo- 
graphic copies of many of them are being prepared

* REVENGE” FOR AMSTERDAM 
RIOTS 


Execution, Arrests, and -Ghetto 


The number of Casualties during the Nazi onslaucht on 
the Jewish quarter ‘of Amsterdam greatly exceeds the 
number officially by the authorities six killed 
and 40 injured=-sa\s a Geneva message. It is now reported 
that 12 Jews were killed and 44 injured. This 1s apart from 
the non-Jewish casualties 

About 300 Jewish communal leaders and other noted Jews 
have been arrested in Amsterdam and The Hague. A report 
is current that they have been sent to Germany 

Accused of Spraying acid on members of the Gestapo during 
recent riots in Amsterdam, a Jew was executed at The Hague 
on Monday bv shootme He was also accused of using his 
home as a meeting-place for terrorists A number of other 
prisoners were sentenced to terms of imprisonment with hard 
labour ef ten years Or more 

Amsterdam Jews have now been crowded into the already 
overcrowded Jewish slum district alongside the River Amstel, 
from which the Germans have expelled all “ Aryans.” The 
new ghetto. where ut w not bordered bv the Amstel River and 
canals. has been isolated with barbed wire and ts guarded: by 
German sentries 

A new order by the occupation authorities bans all Jews from 
the Amsterdam. slaughter-house, according to the Urrecutscn 
Dacatap. - Within a fortnight, it ws stated, the meat trade in 
Amsterdam will be entirely freed from “Jewish domination.” 

Dutch Reject Anti-Semitism 

A correspoadent writes: Ong of the main causes of the riots in 
Amsterdam was<the open rejection by the. Dutch people of the 
Nazi of anti-Jewish . persecution, bic traditionally 
tdferant and liberal people of Holland refused to view with 
equanimity the introduction ef the Nazi regime in thetr country, 
and they raised their voices in sympathy with the Jews The 
Dutch . clergy, intellectuals, and. the workers made repeated 
protests against the policy of the invaders. Students mn Leyden 
and Delft demonstrated in the streets against the ban on Jews 
at the universities, and marched together with their Jewish 
colleagues to demand the abolition of the order. As a result, 
the Nazi Commissioner, Dr. Seyss-Inquart, decided to modify 
his mumerus nullus order and to introduce in ts place a 
clausus. 

But in Amsterdam, when the inhabitants protested against 
the Nazi ghetto order, Storm Troopers, aided by Dutch Nazis. 
thought thev would teach the Dutch people a lesson, and 
organised provocative anti-Jewish demonstrations in the streets, 
particularly in the Jewish quarter of the city. Severe clashes 
broke out between them and the anti-Nazis, and German 
troops were summoned to suppress the rioting. A number of 
people, mostly Jews, were killed, and many were wounded by 
machine-gun fire. The Dutch people tried to protect the Jews 
from the Storm Troopers, and hid many Jews in their houses. 
Many employees in the gas, electricity, and tramway services 
declared a protest strike. 

‘The Nazis have since been making savage “ reprisals ”’ 
against the Jews: and in order to imtimidate their Dutch 
sympathisers, Amsterdam has been. fined - £2,038,000, and 


Hilversum and Zaandam £350,000 and £75,000 respectively. 


NATIONAL DAY OF PRAYER 
March 23 


His Majesty the King has expressed the desire that Sunday, 
March 23, shall be observed as a National Day of Prayer for 
strength and guidance in the days to come, and of thanksgiving 
for blessings already received. 

Statements calling upon their congregations to observe the 
day have. been tssued by the various leaders of the Churches 
and by the Chief Rabbi. Dr. Hertz states: “ His Majesty's 
Jewish subjects will loyally obey the Royal summons, and all 
congregations under my jurisdiction will, in the course of next 
week, receive an Order of Service containing supplications to 
our Father in Héaven for strength and guidance in the stern 
struggle before us, as well as prayers of thanksgiving for the 
mercies and victories hitherto granted to the forces of [recdom.”

M.P. PRAISES LYTTON COUNCIL 
Solid Work Achieved 


[By our Lobby Correspondent) 


The Advisory sounes on Aliens has now about seven months’ 
work to its credit. r. George Latham, M.P. for the Park 
division of Sheffield, is one of its most devoted members, and 
when I spoke with him the other day he told me he considered 
that the Council had served a very useful purpose. ~ 

Many of those who were interned alicns would, he believed, 
testify to the truth of this. The extent to which it had been 
active was shown by the fact that at least 100 to 120 recom- 
mendations had been submitted to the Home .Office, most of 
which had been met in a friendly way. 

“ The Council,” said Mr. Latham, “ has applied itself to the 
questions which were arising both publicly and privately in 
en to the treatment of refugees. It has found the Home 

ice, the War Office, and other Departments quite prepared 
to consider suggestions and to make inquiries in directions that 
were suggested to them. The result has been the removal of 
injustices which might otherwise have remained, such as the 
continued detention of people whose situation was not 
—e understood or whose attitude was not fully appre- 
ciated. 

“ After the Council’s appointment was announced, communi- 
cations. were received from people in various parts of the 
country, includwmg friends of persons affected, which often ‘led 
to useful inquiry and action. ‘Lord Lytton, the Chairman, is 
most assiduous. He personally has visited a number of the 
camps, as other members of the Council have also done.” 


STUDENT INTERNEES BROUGHT BACK 
FROM CANADA 


Home Secretary's Action 


[By our Lobby Correspondent) 


Colonel Wedgwood wrote to the Home Secretary a month 
ago about a number of students who were included among the 
internees brought back from Canada and who were still interned 
at Huyton. The Home Sccretary has now informed him that 
he is taking steps to advise those internees sent home by Mr. 
Paterson as prima facie eligible for release under Category 21 
of the White Paper (i.e., students at a university or technical 
college) to apply tO enlist in the Pioneer Corps if the Vice- 
Chancellors or Heads of the. College are unable to give the 
certificate required by that category: namely. that a British 
student would m similar circumstances be allowed to continue 
his studies. Those rejected for the Pioneer Corps on medical 
grounds will, of course, have a chance of applying for release 
under Category 23. 

Colonel! Wedgwood commented to me: *“ We want something 
similar to happen in Austratia at once so as to get back the 
people who went there and are willing “to go into the Pioneer 
Corps, or who would be released if they were here.” 


_DEPORTEES IN THE ETTRICK 
Home Secretary Scouts Intimidation Allegation 


Mr. Manper (Lib., Wolverhampton E.) asked the Home 
Secretary whether he is aware that refugees who were sent to 
Canada m the motorship Ettrick and have now returned 
to this country, have been warned by certain lower grade 
officials that if they make any complaint about the conditions 
of internment they may be reinterned; and whether he will 
take steps to reassure these people 

Mr. H. Morrison: No, sir. I know of no foundation what- 
ever for the suggestion, and I shall be glad if my hon. Friend 
will send ‘me particulars of any information on which he 
bases an allegation of conduct so repugnant to the. traditions 
and spirit which animate I hope, all grades of the public 
service. That there is in this country the fullest liberty to 
make complaints is, I believe, well known to aliens. as to 
Other classes of the community. 

Mr. Mander: I shall be glad to supply the information. Will 
my right hon. Friend, in the meantime, give the widest publicity 
among internees to the statement he has just made? 

Mr. Morrison: I think it ss far better that when allegations 
of this kind are made, particulars should accompany them.

INFLUENCE 
Mr. Morrison Alleges ** Unmerited Slur ” 


Mr. Wedgwood asked the Home Secretary whether he can 
extend his assurance concerning the freedom from. Fascist 
influence to the whole of the Metropolitan Police. 

Mr. H. Morrison: | am surprised that my right hon. Friend 
should think it necessary to ask this question since he knows, 
as we all do, that the Metropolitan Police have earned and 
established a reputation for impartiality, and this question 
casts an unmerited slur on them 

Mr. Wedgwood: Is it not moge important to be perfectly 
certain that the police are free from Fascist influence than that 
such is the case in any other part of the public services? The 
right bon. Gentleman has already made a statement about 
Scotland Yard and about. kev-men in other Departments; why 
cannot he make a. similar statement about the Metropolitan 
Polic c? 

Mr. Morrison: If I may say so, with respect to my right 
hon. Friend, | think that his statement does imply that there 
may be Fascist influences in the Metropolitan Police. I do 
not think that there is any basis for thay The people of London 
have a very high regard for the impartiality and fairness of 
the Metropolitan Police Force. 


GERMAN SERVANT IN OFFICER'S BILLET 
Girl’s Alleged Nazi Sympathies 


Mrs. Tare (Con., Frome) asked the Home Secretary where, 
and how. the Nazi German girl, Sophie Speilman, who came 
to this country in 1938 posing as a Czech refugee, having been 
sent from Berlin to Prague for three months especially to 
qualify as such, and who was registered as an enemy alicn 
at Heswall, Cheshire, on reaching her 16th birthday, has been 
employed since that date up to the present time. 

Mr. H. Morrison: A girl of this name, now aged 17} years, 
came to this country in June, 1939, under the auspices of the 
British Committee for Refugees: but I know of no grounds 
for the suggestion that she posed as a Czech. In fact she 
was originally classified as a German, and when she came 
before the Tribunal which examined Germans she was placed 
in Category C. Subsequently tt wes ascertained that. she had 
a Czech passport, and she was therefore reregistered as being 
of Czech nationality Since her arrival in this country she 
has been employed as a domestic servant. I should be glad 
if my hon. Friend would send me some particulars showing 
what are the grounds for her allegations. 

Mrs. Tate: Is it not true that at present she is engaged as 
a domestic servant in an officer's billet, and also that she was 
engaged to a Nazi officer and that she has expressed her deep 
desire to engage on espionage work for the Nazi Government; 
and is her employment therefore suitable? 

Mr. Morrison: I really think, if the hon. Lady had that 
information in her possession, she should have given it to 
me privately. It is the duty of citizens, let alone Members 
of this House, to convey such information to the Home Office. 
I will take note of the hon. Lady's allegations, but it would 
be much more useful if Members have information against 
people, if they would convey it privately instead of blowing 
the whole thing up in public, 


KASHER PARCELS FOR SOLDIERS 


The Chief Rabbi's Religious Emergency Council is inst&ut- 
ing a Kasher food parcel service to Orthodox men serving in 
H.M. Forces who may be unable cither themselves or through 
their families to obtain Kasher tood. The Senior Chaplain to 
the Forces, Dayan M, Gollop, its helping in the carrying out of 
this service. Chaplains are collecting the names of men 
interested in the schemé, and a list of homes offering occasional 
Kasher hospitality, which is being compiled by the Union of 
Orthodox Hebrew Congregations, will be distributed by the 
Senior Chaplain. ay 

Arrangements are also being: made for a special Passover 
parcel to be sent to observing Jews. 

The Chief Rabbi has issued.a letter asking for support for 
this scheme. A conference of all Synagogue Wardens and 
Ministers and others interested has been called for Monday 
next, March 10, at 2 p.m., at the Rose Hertz Hall, Woburn 
House, Upper *Woburn Place, W.C.1. Dayan M. Gollop, the 
Senior Chaplain, will preside.

SUMMING UP ON THE OXFORD 
- CONSULTATION 


Results Reviewed by Dr. Morris 


PASSOVER ARRANGEMENTS FOR CHILDREN 
The State and Religious Education 


A review of the results of the Oxford consultation on 
Jewish* education was given by Dr. Nathan Morris at a 
meeting of the Joint Emergency Committee for the 
Religious Education of Jewish Children from London, 
which was held on Monday at Woburn House. Dr. M. 
Epstein presided. 

The Chairman, calling on Dr. Nathan Morris to make his 
report, said that as to its results the consultation had been well 
worth while. 

Dr. Morris said they had felt the urgent need of putting 
themselves in contact with the main stream of active religious 
and intellectual life in the Community. For this purpose the 
consultation was as representative as any educational gathering 
that could be recalled in recent years. 

The proceedings were arranged in two main divisions, onc 
dealing with ends—aims, curriculum, and methods; and the 
other with means—organisation and finance. In some quarters 
disappointment was expressed that the discussion on aims did 
not result in spectacular or revolutionary decisions. Perhaps a 
little reflection would show whether it was reasonable to cxpect 
spwitual revolutions from a system which for 17 trying months 
never knew one week where its petty cash could come from 
the next. Yet the discussions yielded valuable ideas, which in 
one way or another would find their issue in practical schemes 


ot work. 
The Points Discussed 


The rather old complaint ‘that the ethical teaching of Judaism 
in the religious and social spheres did not receive the promin- 
ence it deserved in the Hebrew class was restated with a new 
force which could no longer be ignored by the intelligent 
Jewish teacher. And with a truly Jewish defiance of reality 
there was a general and resolute demand that the teaching of 
Hebrew must be maintained at all cost! 

Even more revealing of the present temper of the Community, 
or, at least, the thoughtful elements in it, was the-discussion on 
the teaching of history. The newer idea of the importance of 
modern history received a mild approval, whilst there was an 
almost passionate insistence on the special value of Biblical 
history at a time when their spiritual world seemed to be totter- 
ing about them, and of the need to impress their children with 
the living continuity of Judaism, 

The discussion on organisation produced at least one fruitful 
proposal, which unfortunately at the moment they lacked the 
means of carrying into effect. This was the idea of the forma- 
tion of a panel of voluntary visitors to reception areas which 
would help to keep alive amongst their scattered children their 
sense of belonging to the larger Community from which they 
had bees temporarily scparated 


Changing the Basis of Finance 


Finally, there was the significant discussion on cducational 
finance. In his memory this was the first time that a-representa- 
tive and responsible gathering setticd down to a serious con- 
sideration of the possibility of changing the whole basis of their 
educational finances from charity to taxation and thus raising 
the system to the status of a communal service A committee 
was appointed of a number of peopic. who were no doubt 
eminently qualified to formulate some practical scheme with 
this aim in view. This committee had met for the first time 
for a preliminary discussion 

The question had been debated in more than one place, said 
Yr. Morris. whether or not the consultation marked a turning 
point iffMéke history of Jewish education in this country.. The 
honest reply would be: The consultation was not a “ turping- 
point,” but it could be made so, if the lead given by it in 
various directions was tollowed up with. persistent courage 
and energy which alone could assure success in these strenuous 
times 

Even then it would all depend on the hope that their Com- 
munity, as represented by its leaders, would realise im sone 
time that the imterests they had in common were incomparabl} 
greater than the minor differences which divided them, and 
would thus succeed in achieving that measure of unity which 
was in any case an indispensable condition for their survival. 


New Interest in Religious Education 


The Chairman introduced the subject of the present discussion 
in the National Press on religious education, and the effort that 
appeared to be made to ect the State to sanction religious 
education. One could not tell at this stage, he said, what the 
result of the campaign was likely to be, But tt was certain 
that the Church was going to make strenuous efforts to. influence 
the powers-that-be to give State countenance to religious 
education. He thought it was very likely that the Catholic 
Church in this country would welcome the step and would 
probably: fall in with any action that was taken. 

“We Jews, being a small minority in the country,” said Dr. 
Epstein, “ may not be able to bring as much influcnce to bear 
as more numerous bodies. But I think that if any action is 
taken we must see to it that the Community is adequately 
represented and is enabled to enjoy such facilities as the State 
may be able to provide.” 7 

To see to this, it seemed to him that they would have to 
strengihen considerably the Joint Emergency Committee, 
formed of the various’ Jewish educational bodies when war 
broke out, and make it fully representative of the Anglo- 
Jewish Community on its educatfonal side, to include the 
Provinces as well as London. 

The Committee welcomed the Chairman's suggestion. 


Evacuee Children and Passover 


Mr. Isidore Fishman, who represents the Committee on the 
Passover Committee for Evacuees, reported upon the arrange- 
ments being made for the observance of Passover by the 
evacuated children. He referred to the appeal which this 
Passover Committce was making for £5,000 for setting up 
Kasher canteens wherever - possible: or, where it was not 
pantie, for each child to receive a parcel of food for the full 
week. 

It might not be possible, he said, unless all the money was 
forthcoming, for the Passover Committee to arrange Sedarim. 
This meant that some 1,500 children in isolated groups would 
not be provided with a Seder, The majority of the other 
cmidren might have the necessary facilities if individual adults 
would take the initiative. The Joint Emergency Committee 
itself could not undertake the arrangements for Seder this year 
as, apart from the difficulties of organisation and personnel, the 
estimated cost would be about £1,000—a sum which was quite 
beyond their capacity. Nevertheless, he still hoped that the 
Passover Committee would be able to make t necessary 
arrangement for the Sedarim. 

The Chairman said that while the Joint Emergency Committee 
would like to have done again what they did last year, they

First Award in Hackney 


The first award for civilian gallantry in Hackney has 
been gained by Warden Emanuel Morris, of 6, Chardmore 
Road, London, E.5, who was recently awarded the O.B.E. 
(Civil Division). 

Mr. Morris, who is 31 and an old boy of the Jews’ Free 
School, has been in Hackney’s A.R.P. organisation since 1938, 
and undertook full-time dutics when 
the war started. He was a hairdresser 
before the war. 

Warden Morris was awarded his 
honour for a conspicuous act of 
gallantry. While patrolling alone 
during a particularly bad night raid, he 
heard a heavy bomb explode. close by, 
Although it was off his own post area 
he hurried towards the scene of the 
explosion and discovered that a block 
of dwellings had received a direct hit. 
Knowime that there was a shelter under 
the debris he managed to find a 
precarious-looking entrance and crawled 
through uw. He was thus able to save 
four women, though i meant shifting beams single handed and 
getting almost drowned by rising water trom burst mains. Only 
when the water had almost reached fis neck did he stop, 
and then he had to be dragged out by other helpers, who had 
then arrived. 

Morris told a representative of THe Jewish Curoniir that 
at the time he was working with a free mind because his wife 
and child were evacuated out of London, but now he is very 
worried because they have been compelled to return to London.

YESHIVA IN EXILE 
Orthodox Internees in Australia 


The Australian military authorities have sanctioned the 
formation of an Internee Rabbinical Committee, under the 
direction of Rabbi Dr. Ehrentreu, formerly of the Adath 
Yisroel Community of Munich. They will care for the 
religious needs of the whole internee camp, and particularly 
for the 160 orthodox refugees from Huyton who volunteered 
fer deportation to replace the married or elderly men who 
would otherwise have been compelled @ sail. Thirty of the 
internees are former students of Yeshivot in London, Man- 
chester, and Liverpool, and these young men have formed an 
Internee Yeshiva at the camp. 

The Rabbinical Internee Committee is in touch with the 
Chief Rabbinate at Johannesburg and the Agudist bureau at 
New York. which is endeavouring to care for their religious 
requirements.

AMBULANCE MEN’S MERITORIOUS WORK 
East London Division's Awards 


The Chief Commissioner of the St. John Ambulance 
Brigade has sanctioned the award of two Meritorious 
Certificates, one each to Corporal B,. Wideberg and Cadet 
B. Dubinsky, and the Commissioner has sent a special 
letter of thanks to Private E. White. 

All of them are members of the East London Division of 
the St. John Ambulance Brigade. 

Corporal Wideberg was on duty at the first-aid point of a 
public shelter. After treating cases brought in caused by the 
fires which were then raging im the vicinity, he went out to 
see tf he could help the firemen. He relieved them at one large 
blaze so that they could deal with others, until he was himself 
relieved after 1} hours. Then he went to help two firemen trying 
to get into a burning building, whose roof fell in, burying them. 
Cpl. Wideberg ran in and helped bring out the men, both of 
whom were fortunately uninjured. He went on to relieve others 
until 3.30 am., when he left, being due on A.R.P. duty again 
at 9 a.m. 

Cadet Dubinsky was on duty at a shelter, accommodating 
about 200 persons, when incendiary bombs caused fire to the 
entire building: the roof collapsed, afd water poured in from 
damaged pipes and fire hoses. The Cadet, who is a son of 
Pte. M. Dubinsky, displayed great courage in opening the 
emergency exits and generally conducting the people out of the 
shelter into the street, He stayed until the last person was 
sately out, then made a complete search to ensure that no one 
had been left. behind, and although the. shelter by then was 
practically flooded he returned to the first-aid: point, collected 
all the stores, and saved the equipment 

Private k. White was on duty at a shelter holding 140 people, 
when incendiary bombs caused damage to the building, and 
the shelter. was flooded Pte. White displaved coolness and 
great tact in getting the people out and transferring them to a 
neighbouring shelter He then went back into the building, and 
saved all the equipment

found that they were utterly unable to do so, and the Passover 
Committee took it over. But if that Committee also could not 
do it, it meant that the Community, as far as this particular 
problem was concerned,was bankrupt. For the Joint Emergency 
Commitice was a physical and financial impossibility. 

Dr. Morris said Sedarim would be arranged in reception areas 
on the initiative of people on the spot, but where there were 
no suitable people, even if they had the finances, it would be 
too late to organise for large numbers. All they could do at 
the moment was to ask the Committee, which had been 
specially appointed, to arrange Sedarim wherever possible, and 
to place all possible help at their disposal. 

Mr. Sol. Cohen said there would be a good deal of comment 
if Sedarim were not arranged dy the Passover Committee. 

Dr. Morris, reporting on the suggested educational arrange- 
ments tor evacuated children for Passover, said THe Jewisn 
CHronicte Supplement would be along similar lines to the 
Chanucah Supplement. But there would be some new features, 
and they could look forward to an interesting publication. 

Mr. S. London, Treasurer, asked it to be made known in Tue 
Jewish CuHronitce that where there were Jewish adult evacuees 
from London in reception areas, they should make it their 
business to provide facilities for unaccompanied evacuated 
children there. 

The meeting resolved itself into Committee to discuss the 
report of the preliminary meeting of the Communal Taxation 
Commiitice.

MR. BEN-GURION REPORTS ON 
HIS TOUR 


Views on Participation in the War 


At a mecting of the Small Committee of the Zionist General 
Council held last week in Jerusalem, Mr. David Ben-Gurion, 
Chairman of the Executive of the Jewish Agency, gave a report 
on his impressions during his recent visit to England and the 
United States. 

The pivot of Zionist political activities in London now, said 
Mr, Ben-Gurion (as reported by Palcor), was the question of 
Jewish participation in the war as a nation and ally of Great 
Britain, 

Emphasising that the future of the Jewish people and Zionism 
depended on Zionist endurance displayed by the Yishuv in 
present difficult times, Mr. Ben-Gurion said that they were now 
confronted by two chief tasks: one was their active participa- 
tion in. the war effort, and the other to prepare in advance for 
the coming peace. They must have vision, courage, and 
wisdom. 

The bexiget of the Zionist Executive, which was submitted, 
amounts to .£18,500, of which £2,500 is for administration, 
£3,300 for youth activities, £3,000 for veteran Zionists, £500 
for the publication of the works of the late Nahum Sokolow, 
in connection with the fifth anniversary of his death, and 
£1,200 for the weekly newspaper Haot AM. 


The Single Imperative Solution 


At a Press conference laters Mr. Ben-Gurion expressed his 
confidence in the ultimate victory of Great Britain. This 
victory, he said, would liberate the whole world from the 
Fascist-Nazi voke, and he called upon world Jewry for its 
utmost efforts to ensure Britain's triumph. 

But whereas the British victory would restore the independ- 
ence of the subdued nations, he continued, tt would be 
European Jewry alone that would remain in ruins, despite the 
removal of the “ yellow badge ~ and the restoration of civil 
rights. *‘ We shall commit the greatest error,” he said, “if we 
fail to realise that stricken Jewry can be healed only by inde- 
pendence. There is no other solution for milhons of Jews. 
From now onwards we must prepare our hearts and the hearts 
of world democracy for this single imperative solution.” 


TWO YEARS’ IMPRISONMENT 


Ship’s. Captain who Brought Illegal ”’ 
Immigrants 


Captain Tihon Constantin Chekhoff,, master of the 
schooner Libertad, has been sentenced to two years’ 
imprisonment for bringing “illegal” immigrants to 
Palestine, says a Jewish Telegraph Agency Jerusalem 
message. The schooner has been confiscated.

Government’s Intentions 


“ECONOMIST'S ” WARNING ON CITRUS 
INDUSTRY 


“ Though the conference at New Dethi has had to content 
itself with giving advice, the place of Palestine in the war effort 
of the Empire has become much clearer after its deliberations,” 
writes the Economist, “ Official and semi-official hints make 
it clear that the Government intends to build up war industries 
in Palestine, especially in the coastal plains, where the older 
industries are also situated. 

“The search for raw materials in Palestine itself is continu- 
ing, and, it would appear,,not without tangible results,” the 
journal continues. After mentioning various possibilities in the 
Dead Sea area and elsewhere, it goes on: “ The most important 
contribution to Britain's war effort, however, will and must lic 
in products requiring small quantities of raw materials and 
much labour, such as certain textiles or optical and acoustical 
instruments, and in repairs and replacements. 

‘The prospects of Palestine’s principal export industry, 
citrus, are much less favourable and much fess teveurebls 
influenced by the Delhi talks. It has emerged that exports of 
citrus fruit to countries east of Suez can be of very small 
amounts only, To Great Britain they are nearly impossible, 
and the possibility of selling condensed juice, and so on, will, 
it is justly feared, absorb but a small portion of the crop. The 
crop in itself is already much reduced. This year's estimate 
is eight to nine million boxes (of 25 kilograms) against 14 
millions in 1939. The question of how to help the citrus 
farmers is & Most pressing one at the moment, as plucking has 
begun and banks and farmers must decide what to do. Many 
groves were abandoned during last year, especially by owners 
living outside Palestine, but the great majority have been 
tended so as to prevent the death of the trees.” 

Writing of the “very interesting step’ of the appointment of a 
Labour Adviser to the Palestine -Government, the ECONOMIST 
says: “ The whole problem in Palestine ts complicated by the 
fact that the two sections of the working population, Arab and 
Jewish, live under entirely different conditions. The two levels 
of wages that have developed as a result make rationalisation 
according to the usual schemes almost impossible. The different 
standard of living makes it very difficult’ for the Jewish 
employer to compete in Government tenders with his Arab 
opposite number, and it makes it nearly impossible for the 
Jewish labourer to compete with the Arab labourer in Govern- 
ment work, where wages are always calculated on the Arab 
level,”’ 


WAR SUPPLY BOARD APPOINTED 


The appointment was announced in the Orrictat Gazerte 
last week in Jerusalem of a War Supply Board to ensure the 
maximum contribution to the war effort of production in Pales- 
tine. and for safeguarding the essential needs of the Community. 

The Board, consisting of Messrs. Sandford, Heron, Wilson- 
Brown, and Walsh! is under the Chairmanship of Mr. Douglas 
Harris. with Mr. Julius Jacobs as Secretary. Mr. Walsh and 
Mr. Jacobs, it will be remembered, acted as Palestinian dele- 
gates to the New Delhi Conference on Eastern Economic 
Affairs. 

Among the Board's considerations will be the supplementing 
of private enterprise, the quesuon of imports, the maimtenance 
of supplies in the country, and the co-ordination and expansion 
of its industrial capacity for the purpose of producing 
maximum supplies 


THE VICTORY IN CYRENAICA 
Hebrew Newspaper’s Plea 


The Hebrew daily newspaper Davar, in an toueat article 
recemly, dealing with the conquest by the lorces of 
Cyrenaica, refer to the historic Jewish character of that 
province, dating back 2,500 years. The paper points cut that 
it is the first Jewish Community to be restored to democratic 
rule after suffering under an anti-Semitic regime 

The paper recalls the Jewish sufferings under Fascist rule, 
and appeals to the British Government to facilitate the admis- 
sion of Jews into Palestine, espectally children and young people 
It also urges the Yishuy to make every possible effort .in thes 
direction, as it is the sole radical solution for their future. 


USE OF DEAD BODIES IN HOSPITALS 
Question of Post-Mortem Operations 


The Religious Board of the Jewish Community tn 
Palestine has instructed all Jewish burial societies not to 
perform the necessary rites in regard to the bodies of Jews 
which show signs of post-mortem operations without 
previously informing the religious authorities, reports the 
Jewish Telegraph Agency from Jerusalem 

The Hebrew Press. comments that this measure must be 
presumed to have been taken against the Hadassah Hospital 
and Medical Centre, which are alleged to have made use ol 
the bodies of Jews for medical purposes. 


The recovery of 12 more bodies from the wreck of the

disaster up to 170. Four only were identified: Morris Brenner 
(SO). Dr. Isador Rosenblatt (49), and Beno Feldman (43), all 
of Vienna; and Rudolf Kiecin, of Luca, near Karlsbad.

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STUDENTS DISCUSS MIDDLE EAST 


Arabs Who Still Think on ‘‘ Mufti ”’ 
Lines 


{From a Correspondent] 


A students’ conference was held recently under the auspices 
of the International Student Service at Parkgate (Birkenhead), 
to discuss the problems and political prospects of the Middle 
East. The participants were Iragian, Turkish, and Jewish 
Zionist studeuts from Liverpool University. Guest speakers 
were an Iragian student from London University, and a Pales- 
tinian Jewish student from Oxford University. Dr. Gibbs. 
Professor of Arabic at Oxford, was in the chair. 

At the first session, Professor Roxby, of Liverpool University 
outlined the main geographical features of the Middle East, 
and discussed the various political, national forces striving for 
recognition and self-determination. He thought that a wide 
scheme of federation could be brought about, in which each 
nationality would have self-determination, including the Jews. 

The next session dealt with the movement for Arab unity: 
a paper was read on the recent political history of Syria, and 
an outline was _— of the proposed Arab federation by an 
Arab student, who said he thou that the Jews of Palestine 
shou merely a religious minority with adequate safeguards. 

The following session was devoted to Palestine. Mr. Haider 
(London), in pre maee the Arab point of view, asserted that 
Zionism was ressive and would result in the 
enslavement of the Arabs; that the Jews should be given other 
territories to settle in; that the marvellous achievements of the 
Jews resulted in the economic strangling of the Arabs; that the 
Arabs would be able to develop the country even better than 
the Jews; that- they must be given independence; and that 
political Zionism must be liquidated. 


Mr. G. Hirsch (Oxford), the Jewish speaker, stated that the 
Jewish problem was a wofld problem which would have to be 
solved at the end of the war. He stressed the need for a 
national home for ihe Jews with full majority status and ex- 
plained why only Palestine could serve this purpose. He 
described the achicvements of the Jews, which had brought 
material benefit to the Arabs, and said that the Jews had a 
definite right to be considered as a national entity in any scheme 
of Middle Eastern federation. In the Zionist idea, such a 
federation, he said, would contain an autonomous Jewish 
region which would be able to vitalise economically and 
culturally the surrounding Arab parts of the federation. 

The film “ The Land of Promise” was shown and Arab 
comment was that it showed the extreme, aggressive nationalism 
of the Jews. 

An account of the history, position, and réle of Turkey, was 
the subject of a further session, and the concluding sitting was 
devoted to a discussion on the future réle of the Middie East in 
a world polity 

Mr. Baker (Liverpool University) pleaded for co-operation 
in the ‘solution of the Palestine problem, which might lead to a 
settlement acceptable to both sides. 

The subsequent general discussion brought out that rey 
a scheme federation was desirable and that the Palestine 
problem could only be solved if there were good will on both 
sides. To that end, it was declared, political co-operation and 
friendly round-table conferences Were essential.

IN THE POLISH GHETTOS 
Food Smugglers in Lodz and Warsaw 


The Nazi paper in Lodz, the LiTZMANNSTADTER ZEITUNG, 
is enraged at the failure of their authorities to stop the 
secret supply of food by Poles to the denizens of the 
ghetto. It seems that Poles are regularly selling food to 
the Jews by night, thereby defeating plans for slowly 
starving out the beleagured Jews by the meagre rations 
allow them. Even some pre-war non-Nazi German 
residents are also accused of aiding the Poles in the food 
traffic. 

In the month of January alone, 324 Jews and Poles were 
sent to prison in an endeavour to stamp out the illicit trade, 
but, complains the Nazi organ, a secret “ Black Hand” 
organisation of Jews and Poles is still defying the Gestapo; 
and it demands the death penalty for the offenders. 

In the Warsaw ghetto, according to the Bertinrr Borrsen- 
ZeiTUNG, $60,000 Jews are now herded. They include the thou- 
sands of Jews recently deported from Vienna and other cities. 
The ghetto, it adds, presents the appearance of an independent 
town, with its own police and administration, Yiddish ts now 
the “ official language “ in the ghetto, and only candidates who 
are able to speak and write Yiddish are accepted for service 
in the ghetto militia. 

The increasing tendency among Warsaw Poles likewise to help 
alleviate the sufferings of Jews in the ghetto by secret donations 
of food or clothing, which are sometimes simply thrown over 


— 


the ghetto walls when direct access is barred, has caused the 
German authorities to decree heavier penalites for such acts of 
generosity. Poles who aid Jews in this way are now liable to 
a fine of .1,000 zlotys and three months’ hard labour. Offenders 
between 14 and 21 years of age will be sent to laboug camps. 
Should the offender be under 14, the parent or guardiar will be 
liable to the prescribed penalty. 


Death Sentence _ 


A tribunal at Inowroclaw, near Poznan, has actually sen- 
tenced a Polish shopkeeper to death for supplying a small 
quantity of coal to “ ghetto Jews,” who are permitted to burn 
only peat. The case was reported in the OSTDEUTSCHER 
Breosacnrer, which added that four accomplices were sentenced 
to long terms of imprisonment, The court said that the con- 
demned man had aided “ British warmongers * and endanzered 
the orderly distribution of coal among the German population, 
thus causing possible unrest. 

There are 35,000 Jews in the ghetto in Radom. In the town 
of Kielce there is as yet no ghetto, and Jews live side by side 
with the “Aryan ™ population. Jews have been “ completely 
climinated * from Cracow, apart from a very small number 
who have been retained as road-sweepers. 


Many Poles in the Nazi zone have lately started learning 
German in order to make themselves understood by the 
Germah authorities and troops. They preferred to have as 
their teachers cither Poles or Germansspeaking Jews, and 
avoided Nazi German teachers. Accordingly the Governor- 
General, Frank, has issued an order forbidding Jews to teach 
Poles the German. language, either for payment or free of 
charge And a spectial tribunal in Bromberg has sentenced a 
Jew named Max Leiser, aged 60, to five years’ hard labour for 
trading in German books.

We 
are not an opposition paper, nenher are we anti-Semitic, but 
we defend the rights of Poles and Polish ethics. The rulers of 
Poland must be Poles, and all other nationalities must collabor- 
ate with them on a basis of law and equaiity. 

“Our modest paper,’ it adds, “ will be published fortnightly 
until resources’ permit of weekly publication.” 


- U.S.A, AND POLISH CAUSE 
Jewish Support a Vital Factor. 


The importance of gaining American sympathies for. the 
Polish cause, and hence the need for the support of Polish Jews 
in America, was stressed recently in an article m the semi- 
official Polish weekly in Britain, Wiapomoscy PosK, 

“The task of securing. American public sympathy for 
Poland,” said the journal, “is not an easy one, but ts not 
hopeless. There are elements the support of which can be 
hoped for. The most important of them is that of -the Polish 
Jews in America. and of liberal circles among the American 
public.”

VATICAN DENOUNCES RACIALISTS 


According to a Zurich message, an unqualified denunciation 
of racialism in a Vatican broadcast to Germany has been made. 
It deplored the fact that “ the solemn law ef human unity 


and solidarity 1s falling into oblivion,” and said that “ all men, 
of whatever language or origin, have the same rieghts as the 
chiidren of the Church For the Church there are neither 
heathens nor Jews, neisher slaves nor free men, but only the 


children of God.” 


Commendatore Ugo Foa, formerly Assistant Prosecuting 
Attorney of the Italian Supreme Court, has been elected Presi- 
dent of the Rome Jewish Communtiv. He succeeds Sitnor 
Aldo Ascoli The new head of the Community distinguished 
himself in- the last war and was awarded several decorations.

THY NEIGHBOUR’S GOODS 
Nazis’ Curious Attack on Vichy Jews 


The Nazi Press has raised an outcry against Jews and French 
Ofheials m unoccupied France, accusing them of collaborating 
in a move to transfer Jewish capital from France to French 
North Afmeca, particularly Algeria and Tunisia. According to 
the Nazis, French Jews are opening big businesses in Algeria 
and Tunisia, and the French colonial authorities. “ who are 
inoring the anti-Jewish laws promulgated by the Vichy 
Government,” ‘are helping them make their new businesses a 
success, 

What remains unexplained is on what grounds Nazi Germany 
is Objecting to this transfer, assuming it is a fact. Unless the 
Nazis have in mind the eventual occupation of the whole of 
France and the seizure of Jewish capital and property in 
unoccupied France, the whole matter can scarcely be regarded 
as one that concerns them. 


SECOND-CLASS “ARYANS” 


The existence of categories of * Higher Aryans” and ** Lower 
Aryans’ has been officially claimed by the Nazis for the first 
time. The claim was put forward in a speech by Professor 
Gross, Director of the Berlin Institute for Racial Research, to 
administrative officials of the Nazi Party at Poznan. 

Poles, Czechs, and all Slavonic races belonged to the category 
of “Lower Aryans,” said [rofessor Gross. “ Germans must 
guard against mixing the two types by intermarriage, During 
the period of conquest, when millions of young Germans are 
away from their homes serving in the Army, I realise that 
German women may be strongly tempted to mix with Poles 
and Czechs. Our women must resist this temptation,” he con- 
cluded. “If they do not, the German authorities must see 
to it that the racial laws are upheld.” 


SHARING THE SPOILS 


The German Ministry of Finance has ordered a second check- 
up on all purchase contracts and the present trading figures of 
shops previously owned by Jews which have since become the 
property of “ Aryans.”

South Africa’s Vigilance 


The South African Government this week took action against 
Ossewa Brandwag, the extremist Nationalist organisation whose 
activities have been frequently referred to in THe JewisH 
Curonicie, by forbidding servants of the State to be members 
of it under the National Security Regulations. The penalty is 
loss of employment and £100 fine. 

The Ossewa Brandwag was formerly recognised by both 
the English and Afrikaans-speaking communities as a cultural 
body, but since South Africa entered the war it has become 
strongly anti-British It is also said to be anti-Semitic. 

General Smuts, the Prime Minister, recently attacked the 
Organisation in a public speech and described it as being “ pre- 
cisely of the same character as that which brought Hitler into 
power in Germany” 


PROGRESS OF THE DOMINICAN SCHEME 
Sosua Colony Development 


Six Americans have been decorated by President 
Troncoso, of the Dominican Republic, for their activities 
in the founding of the Sosua colony for refugee settlement. 
The ceremony todk place recently at the presidential 
palace in connection with the meeting of the Inter-Govern- 
mental Committee on Refugees, which marked. Sosua’s 
first anniversary. 

Those decorated were Mr. James N. Rosenberg, President of 
the Dominican Republic Settlement Association: Mr. Leon 
Falk, Jun., Chairman of its. Executive Committee: Dr. David 
J. Schweitzer, now appointed head of the Association's activities 
in the Republic; Mr, Harold F. Linder, of the Co-ordinating 
Foundation; Mr. George Warren, Secretary of President Roose- 
velts Advisory Committee on Political Refugees; and Mr. 
Stephen H. P- Pell, father of Mr, Robert Pell, head of the 
American delegation. 

As previously reported, a request to the Inter-Governmental 
Commitice that it should place before the American Republics 
a plea to accept 60,000 refugees from France during the current 
year was submitted by the French delegation, headed by M 
Armand Barois, Minister to Cuba. M. Barois said that 500,000 
German and Spanish refugees were in desperate straits ‘in 
France, and France felt that the Western world could absorb 
60,000 of them. Mr. Wagg, Secretary of the Committee, agreed 
to transmit the French view to all the American member- 
nations. 

In a report on the progress of Sosua, Mr. James N, Rosen- 
berg revealed plans to place 1,000 acres at Sosua under castor 
oil cultivation. Within recent months, he said. an American 
corporation had perfected a process whereby castor oi! was 
converted into a quick-drying oi. This important discovery 
opened a wide new export market tor the Dominican Republic. 


NEW YORK INSTITUTE TO SOLVE THE 
“ JEWISH PROBLEM” 


Mr. Perlzweia’s Plans 


The establishment of an institute in New York to formu- 
late proposals for the restoration of Jewish mghis and the 
reconstruction of Jewish life after the war has _— been 
announced by the Rev. M. L. Perizweig, Chairman of the 
British Section of the World Jewish Congress, at one of 
a series of ten meetings arranged in connection with the 
U.S.A. General Assembly of the Council of Jewish 
Federations and Welfare Funds. 

Ihe institute, from its New York headquarters, will tnvesti- 
gate the causes of the collapse of Jewish emancipation in 
Europe, and will prepare a programme, including the reparation 
of losses suffered by Jews since 1933, and the development of 
colonisation and immigration plans to. settle the relugee 
problem. 

“The institute is needed now,” said Mr. Perizweig; “to 
develop our own concept of the new world-order as far as the 
Jews are concerned. If we wait until the war is over, even the 
democratic powers might harden their concept of the new world- 
order into a shape which it might be beyond human power to 
remodel. This would be disastrous.” 


U.S. JEWS GIVE MOBILE CANTEENS 


At a luncheon given by the American Jewish Congress, 
Rabbi Dr. Stephen S. Wise, President of the Congress, pre- 
sented to the British War Relief Society the sum of $40,000 
for the purchase of mobile canteens 

A drive to raise funds-for the purchase of mobile canteens 
and medical supplies to aid Great Britain has been launched 
by the American Jewish National Workers’ Alliance. 

A Jewish schoolboy, Amos Cohen, has, on behalf of American 
Jewish schoolchildren, miade a “ symbolic presentation” to 
Brenda Lorden, a British evacuce child in New York, of a ship- 
ment of “ Navitol”’ vitamin for distribution among British 
children on a non-sectarian basis. The shipment cost $18,000, 
and the money was raised by pupils of Jewish religious schools, 
under the auspices of the American Jewish Congress. Collec- 
tions for buying more vitamins are continuing. 


CZECHOSLOVAKIA.—Jews deprived of citizenship by the 
Nazi rulers of the Protectorate include two members of the 
last Czechoslovak Parliament, Dr. Angelo Goldstein and Dr. 
Chaim Kugel: Dr, Emil Margulies, lawyer; Dr. Paul Maerz, 
leader of the Jewish Party; and Drs. Rufeisen, Robert 
Weltsch. and Zdenek Landes, all Zionist leaders. All of 
these are now abroad, and the pretext given for their denatural- 
isation is that they have been conducting “ anti-Nazi atrocity 
propaganda.” 

FRANCE.—Diflicultics of feeding children adequately have 
led the Vichy Government to formulate a scheme for the trans- 
fer of war orphans to Algeria. But Jewish war orphans are 
barred from benefiting. 


DENMARK—Considerable alarm was caused among Jews 
in the Danish part of the province of Schleswig-Holstein when 
the Nazis began the registration of all Jewish houses. It appears 
that the Nazis intend to instal Germans in them. 


EGYPT.—The Egyptian Council of Ministers has approved 


the appointment of MM. René Cattaui bey, Jacques Muhiberg, 
Sasueel Aviator, and R. G. Rolo, as members of the State Con- 


sultative Council of Agriculture. M. Moise Dichy bey, former 
Controller-General of Income and Expenditure to the Alexandria 
Municipality, has been made a Commander of the Order of the 
Nile by the King of Egypt. ‘ 


AFTER HITLER 
Propagandist’s Plan for Germany 


Problems of the “ post-Hitler " Germany were anticipated 
last week by the well-known historian and authority on political 
propaganda, Dr. Edgar Stern-Rubarth, former Editor-in-Chief 
of Wolil’s Telegraph Bureau in Berlin and Associate Edftor of 
Worip Dicest, in an address at the Anglo-Palestinian Club on 
Sunday. Miss Eleanor Rathbone, M.P., presided. 

Among the books written by Dr. Stern-Rubarth are “ Mass 
Psychology * and “ Propaganda,” and he confessed that Dr, 
Goebbels had learnt from him—putting his knowledge to evil 
use 


Dr. Stern-Rubarth asked his audience to envisage the defeat 


of Germany, with Hitler suing for peace. What were they 


going to do with the country, which would then probably be as 
glad to be rid of him as they themselves? Were they going to 
cut up the country into pieces or were they going to forgive? 
Were they going to sgtisfy all the rancour and hatred which 
had been bred by destruction and evil? 

The lecturer then detailed some of the things which they 
must do, including the destruction of the idea of racial 
superiority. They must render re-militarisation impossible and 
completely de-nationalise German education, giving them more 
humanitarian ideals. cy must create a new equipoise in 
Europe, in which Germany could be fitted while never being 
able to destroy it. 

This would not be possible, he went on, without a severe 
punishment of the real criminals. But this punishment could, 
and should, after the defeat of the Nazis, be left to their own 
better countrymen. 

Dr. Stern-Rubarth advocated the cutting off of Prussia, 
reconstruction of Europe im the form of a Federation, and 
control of German education in order to oust militarism. 
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A SCHOOL IN SHANGHAI 
New Life for Refugee Children 


{From a Correspondent} 


Recently, the first and only school for European refugee 
children in China celebrated the first anniversary of its 
existence. The school, situated in the Japanese-controlied 

art of the Shanghai Settlement, is run by the Shanghai 

ewish Youth Association, a body of local Anglo-Jewish 
benefactors. Its President is Mr. Horace Kadoorie. 

The school began with 380 pupils and 14 teachers (mostly 
refugees) in December, 1939. This number was almost doubled 
within the past year. It now embraces the majority of refugee 
children in-Shanghai. Subjects taught include English, Hebrew, 
mathematics, and “ general knowledge” (botany, zoology, 
geography, history). All lessons are given in English, and it 
is surprising how quickly the youngsters have picked up English 
during the short time they have been in the city. 

Seeing that most of the children are housed in crowded hostels 
and live in very difficult circumstances, if not in dire distress, 
the moral value of the institution. can hardly be overestimated. 

Connected with the. schoo! is a club which the older children 
can join. It is actually a vocational training centre, and gives 
the children an opportunity of learning radio construction, 
bookbinding, manicuring, needlework, cookery, and first-aid. 

The Centre has fs own savings bank, run by the children 
themselves, and there is a club journal edited by them. There 
is a service every Friday afternoon. 

The cheerfulness and discipline of the young exiles are admir- 
able. A special feature is the close personal contact between 
pupils, teachers, and patrons. Responsible for the children’s 
health are a full-time medical officer and a nurse, themselves 
refugees. There is a fully equipped free clinic at their disposal, 
financed by the Shanghai Jewish Youth Association.

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LARISSA AND ITS LESSON 


ONE of the most detestable of the many revolting 
crimes that lic at the doors of the Axis Powers is surely 
the cowardly cruelty of the Italians in bombing _ the 
earthquake victims in the Greek town of Larissa. Even 
with the past records of Nazi brutality in mind, few 
would have imagined their miserable imitators in 
aggression capable of sinking to such depths of 
depravity. Ignorance of the natural disaster cannot be 
pleaded. The Rome wireless had been reporting it for 
some time, and, worse still, the bombing occurred 
more than once. As the Public Security communiqué 


issued in Athens says, Italian aircraft, while the earth. 


was still rocking with shocks and there were thousands 
of women and children made homeless, rained down 
bombs on the stricken town for a whole hour, and the 
work of rescuing the earthquake victims buried under 
ruins had to be interrupted during the attack. 

Here we see the nature and quality of that “ New 
Order” which the Nazis and Fascists would like to 
establish in Europe. This is what we are ‘all of us 
called upon to fight against with every ounce of energy 
we have, if life on this planet ts not to become an 
unbearable hell. It is the domination of beasts in 
human shape, lost to all sense of conscience and mercy. 
It is the same “order as that which slaughtered in 
cold blood, from the air, 30,000 men, women, and 
children in Rotterdam, and maimed 70,000 more. . It 
is the “order™ identified with the bombing of 
hospitals, the ruthless sinking of merchant and hospital 
ships, the machine-gunning of civilians and rescuers of 


They have been forced to recognise the moral devasta- 
tion that the enemy, oozing lies and hypocrisy, is con- 
tinuously spreading. They are now compelled to see 
that the moral law knows no limitations, that the evil 
done in other lands is very much the concern of every 
decent man—even of every prudent man—and that to 
suffer glaring wrong across the frontier or across the 
oceans is to invite ultimate disaster for us all. What 
could be more eloquent of these truths than the 
history of the past twenty years, the years of truckling 
to iniquity, of non-intervention and appeasement, the 
years when civilised nations stood still and silent while 
China .was assaulted, Austria raped, and the people of 
Spain pitilessly massacred! 

The question that now arises is whether the lessons 
so hardly learned at last are only superficially grasped 
or whether they have sunk deep into the minds of the 
nations. They can be summarised in a simple sentence: 
Man is, everywhere, his brother's keeper. He cannot 
disinterest himself in his brother's sufferings, with 
dubious pleas that recall the question of Cain, without 
running the risk of terrible retribution. The brother- 
hood of man, with all that it implies in the way of 
mutual responsibility, is now proved not only a pious 
ideal but an axiom of practical statesmanship, to be 
defied only at the peril of the peoples. All the logic 
of recent events enforces that truth. If statesmen will 
clasp it to their hearts there is real hope that a new 
and better order will open for tortured mankind. If 
they forget it, whether in their dealings with foreign 
nations or with their own countrymen, rivers of blood 
will once again have flowed in vain, and the world will 
go on travelling the wretched round from crisis to 
crisis and from war to war. 


NATIONAL DAY OF PRAYER 


THE announcement which is made this week of His 
Majesty's call for a National Day of Prayer on Sunday, 
March 23, will be received with thankful appreciation by 
Jews throughout the Empire, and probably in) many 
countries elsewhere. On that day. as the Chief Rabbi 
States, Jews will jorn in supplication to our Father in 
Heaven for strength and guidance in the stern struggle 
which we all know lies before us. The occasions of 
national union in prayer, which we have had in this war, 
have fittingly symbolised the unparalleled unity with 
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DEMOCRACY VINDICATED 


Tuts resolute refusal to discriminate between man ard 
man on grounds of racial or religious affiliation cannot, 
of course, be understood in present-day Germany. All the 
more desirable, then, that it should have been reiterated by 
Mr. Roosevelt in so striking a manner, especially as Mr. 
Cohen has demonstrated by his interest in Jewish 
causes that he sees no reason why, in labouring for the 
State. he should forget the claims upon him of the religion 
in which he was reared. It is an affirmation of the old 
truism that the best Jew makes the best citizen, and that he 
benefits the nation in both capacities. The President's 
action, however, has a meaning not only for the people of 
Germany but for other peoples still wedded to the ideals 
of liberty and fair play for all. They are constantly 
assailed openly or in more subtle fashion by opponents of 
the democratic system; or, as in the case of the American 
isolationists, are subjected to the terrific suborning force of 
Hitler's money in the U.S.A. which he cannot spend on 
more direct war purchases.

Nor, indeed, ts any other conceiv- 
able from such a quarter. To declare that he was upholding 
the cause of human rights and at the same time to deny 
such rights to millions of his own population would have 
been an act of self-stultification, stultifying also, and 
shaming, the whole democratic cause and disheartening 
those in the front line of the battle for its preservation.

Jews in South Africa will 
realise that the evil of anti-Semitism in that country is made 
peculiarly difficult to dissipate by reason of the special 
circumstances there, and that it will demand the best minds 
and the utmost goodwill fram both Jew and non-Jew for its 
eventual eradication. 


THE END OF A BLUNDER 


lt is good news that the internees’ camp at Huyton is to 
be closed down, and that the Nazis and anti-Nazis (many 
of them Jews) who were confined there. in, as far as the 
anti-Nazis were concerned, uncomfortable proximity, will 
in future be kept in separate camps. How irksome and 
cruel to the anti-Nazi inmates their undesired association 
was has been frequently insisted on in these columns. That 
the.step now taken has been so long delayed can be excused 
only by the mass of harassing duties that ‘have weighed on 
the responsible authorities. But better late than never. The 
Government Depariment has had the manly honesty to 
confess a mistake and rectify it. Dictators never by any 
chance do that. They are always “ right,’ however evil or 
There is not much doubt but 
that public criticism, restrained and accurate, played its 
part in the undoing of this blunder—a further tribute to 
treedom of opinion and criticism which obtains only in 
democratic institutions. Criticism has never closed down 
any of the German concentration camps or mitigated their 
devilries! The authorities here, having once again shown 
their sense Of fair play and their amenability to facts, will 
now, it is to be hoped, direct their earnest attention to the 
comments on the Isle of Man camps, and to the important 
Suggestions for improvement, made by 
public worker, Mrs. Corbett Ashby, in our columns this 
week.

Keren Hayesod Campaign: First Day 
£3,200 


YOUTH’S EXAMPLE OF SELF-TAXATION 


[From our Correspondent) 


His old friends in Manchester gave Mr. Leib Jaffe a 
warm welcome when he arrived in Manchester yesterday 
week to launch the local campaign on behalf of the Keren 
Hayesod (Palestine Foundation Fund), of which he is 
managing director. 

Mr. Jaife spoke about Palestine and the war in a talk I had 
with him. “ The Jewish population,” he said, “ have given 
about 7.500 men to the British Army, and this number ts 
increasing. A great number of our Jewish soldiers are fighting 
in the Battle of the Near East, and groups of Palestinians are 
serving in the Royal Air Force in Greece. Many thousands of 
Palestinian Jews are eagerly waiting to be called up. The 
British and Imperial troops who have come to. Palestine have 
found an ordered and civilised land where not long ago there 
was desert, and an industrial system ready to be developed for 
war requirements. Above all, they have found perfect loyalty 
and co-operation on the part of half-a-million Jewish men, 
women, and children.” 

A strong appeal to support the Keren Hayesod campaign has 
been made to Manchester Jewry in a letter issued over the 
signatures of Messrs. Nathan Laski, J.P. (Hon, President), 
Alphonso Nahum (Appeal President), Joseph Mamlock (Chair- 
man, Manchester Keren Hayesod Committee), and Maurice 
Jaffe and Norman M. Jacobs QWoint Treasurers), from the 
Jewish Agency's office at 139, Chectham Hill Road. 

“ Palestine.” they write, “is the central point of Jewish 
hopes and aspirations for the future. . . . Palestine forms a 
vital link in the strategy of the British Empire. Not only is tt 
the terminal of the Mosul. Pipe Line, but owing to Jewish 
developments, it forms a remarkable background of supply and 
food for the British Armies of the Near East. In strengthening 
that bastion the Jewish people are fulfilling a great responsibility 
in the national war effort.”

Improvement Over 1939

At the monthly meeting of the Leeds Jewish - Board of

of £800 for evacuece aid. The bank deficit of £805 4s 1d. com- 
pared favourably with that at January 31 1940.

The sum 
ot £3,006 was advanced in loans to 150. borrowers

‘BIRMINGHAM YOUTH 
NEGLECTED ”’ 


Present Conditions to Blame | 
From the Rev. Dr. A. COHEN 
To the Editor of THe Jewish CHRONICLE 


Sir,—The last pre-war issue of Tae Jewish Year Book, for 
1939, enumerates the following organisations in connection with 
Birmingham, For children: Hebrew Day School, Talmud 
Torah, Lads” Brigade, Girl Guides, Boys’ and Girls’ Club, and 
to these should be added two religion classes. . For adolescents: 
Literary and Arts Society, Social and Dramatic Club, Young 
Israel Society, and the Social Club in association with the Eva 
Bloom Lodge and the Frederick Jacombs Sports Lodge. There 
was also a class for advanced Hebrew study. With a total 
population of 6,000, a Community cannot be justly accused of 
failure to make provision for the needs of its youth when it has 
such a list of institutions to its credit. 

Somé of them were functioning very well, others less satis- 
factorily; but all received a serious setback as the consequence 
of war conditions. Let me illustrate this fact by three concrete 
instances. Normally the Presidential. Address to the Literary 
Society drew an audience of about 300; this session the attend- 
ance was less than 25. The difference was due to (1) many 
members being in the Army or on other national duty; (2) 
temporary removal by some to a less vulnerable area: (3) a bad 
night preceding the day on which the Address was delivered,

GLASGOW PRAISES CHAPLAIN 


And Chaplain Praises Christian 
Colleagues 


(From our Correspondent) 


The devotion to duty which Rabbi Dr. L. 1. Rabinowitz 
has displayed in his work as Jewish Chaplain to the Forces 
was recognised at a gathering held at the Glasgow Jewish 
Institute yesterday week, to bid farewell to Dr. Rabinowitz, 
who is leaving the district. 

Presenting Dr. Rabinowitz with a silver cigarette case as a 
memento of the occasion, Sir Maurice Bloch, J.P.. Chairman 
of the Glasgow Jewish War-Services Committee, said they had 
been fortunate indeed in having a man of the outstanding 
ability of Dr. Rabinowitz to undertake the difficult work of 
Chaplaincy. While they all deeply regretted his departure, they 
wished him God-speed in his new sphere: 

The Rev. Dr. |. K. Cosgrove, Garnethill Synagogue, said 
that Dr. Rabinowitz’s Chaplaincy had been an unforgettable 
one, He had carried out his duties with tireless enthusiasm. 
Mr. G. Spilg and Mr. L. Berman also spoke. 

Dr. Rabinowitz, expressing thanks for the gift, compared 
the work of the non-Jewish Chaplain, who ministers to 8060-1,000 
men concentrated in one spot, with that of his Jewish confrére, 
who had to attend to the spiritual welfare of a similar number 
of men scattered over a vast area of country. He spoke of.the 
splendid co-operation which the Jewish Chaplain invariably 
receives from his Christian colleagues. No words of praise, he 
said, could be too high for the assistance he had received in 
this way. In a great many instances, where there were only 
one or two Jewish men in a regiment, the non-Jewish Chaplain 
would see to it that they were ministered to, and would spare 
no effort in order to get into touch with the Jewish Chaplain 
for the area. 

Paying warm tribute to the spirit of hospitality which Scottish 
Jewry had exhibited, Dr. Rabinowitz said that the Glasgow 
Jewish Institute had played a notable part, and Scottish Jewry 
had every reason to be proud of the manner in whieh the 
club had entertained their brethren in the Forces.

KEREN HAYESOD CAMPAIGN IN 
NEWCASTLE 


“ The Keren Hayesod campaign in Newcastle was inaugurated 
at a reception in honour of Mr. Israel Cohen on Thursday of 
last weck at the Royal Station Hotel, at which Mr. Lionel 
Jacobson presided. 

Mr. Cohen said that when the founders of the Keren Hayesod 
had issued their original appeal for £25,000,000, to be raised 
in five years, they were. criticised for demanding the impossible. 
The events of the last few years had shown that their project 
was by no means impossible, for the Jews on the Continent 
had surrendered to their persecutors, or lost, far more than 
several multiples of £25,000,000, and many wealthy Jews who 
had consistently refused to support the Keren Hayesod were 
afterwards only too glad and grateful to avail themselves of 
the opportunities made possible by its activity. Had the 
Foundation Fund been more generously supported in the past, 
it would have been able to accomplish far more. It was now 
faced by additional ees ps due to the war. Both non- 
Zionists and Zionists should respond to the present appeal, as 
the Keren Hayesod was the financial instrument of the Jewish 
Agency, which comprised both elements, and it was essential 
to have as strong a Jewish Palestine as possible against the 
time when the peace settlement would be discussed. — 

A Compaign Appeal Committee was constituted, with Mr. 
Lionel Jacobson as Chairman, Mr, S. Goldberg as Treasurer, 
and Mr. George Cowan as Hon. Secretary. On Sunday alter- 
noon Mr. Isracl Cohen and Professor Norman Bentwich will 
address a public meeting in Newcastle in support of the appeal, 
and on Sunday evening Mr. Cohen will speak at a public meet- 
ing in Sunderland, to which members of the South Shields 
Community will also be invited, 


LETCHWORTH TORAH VA’AVODAH 


Mr. Myer Silverstone, Chairman of the Torah Va'Avodah 
Organisation, addressing the Letchworth Society on Saturday 
afternoon at 23, Hallmead, said that the only movement in the 
Jewish world Striving to maintain the substance and form of 
the Jewish way of life and at the same time march along a 
Jewish road of social progress was Torah VaAvodah. The 
guiding force of the Jewish people was their Torah, which was 
capable of solving all Jewish problems, religious and social, 
personal and public, social and economic, national, political, 
and even international 

Speaking of the work already done and now being done by 
the Torah Va'Avodah, both in Palestine and outside, M: 
Silverstone said: “In a few words the official aim of Torah 
Va'Avodah is the establishment in Eretz Yisracl of a productive 
national Community, whose members live by then own labour 
and whose social order is founded on the principles of justice 
and morality enshrined in the Torah.”

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


CAN WE FORGET? 


“Remember what Amalek did unto thee by the way as 
ve came forth out of Egypt.’—( Deut. xxv, 17.) 


AS jit necessary to command us to remember what 
W arnaies did unto us when we came out of Egypt”? 

Did not Amalek repeat his attacks whenever we 
endeavoured to escape from bondage into freedom, and 
did he not make sure that we should not be able to forget 
even if we tried? Again, if our enemy were ready to allow 
us to forget the wrong he inflicted upon us would it be 
against God's will that we shou et and forgive? It 
could not be. But it is one thing to forget an injury when 
it has ceased to give pain, and another to become indiecrent 
to it even while it lasts. It ts possible to get used to the 
effects of an injury, to regard them as inevitable or inescap- 
able. and to get so used to the constant disabilities as to 
take them for granted and to forget about their existence. 
This kind of forgetfulness involves a paralysis of the will, 
a loss of vitality, and a stultifying of one’s moral conscious- 
ness. It is against this kind of amnesia that the God of 
Israel warns his people. It 1s just because Amalek and his 
successors have never stopped injuring us that the warning 
contained in our text appears so well justified and is so 
necessary. [It is necessary that we should remember and 
ponder what our enemies have done, are doing, and are 
preparing to do unto us, in order that we may escape the 
full effect of the injurv, and that we may in time recover 
and undo the evil he has been able to accomplish. It is 
indeed necessary, and in accordance with the will of God, 
that we should retain, or regain, our vitality, so that in 
the end we mas defeat Amalek and “ blot out his remem- 
brance from under heaven.” We must not forget. 


A! no time in our chequered history has it been more 

necessary for us to remember what our enemies have 
done, are doing, and are preparing to do unto us than it ts 
to-day, The injury inflicted upon our people by the 
Amaleks of our time ts so great, and the pain we are made 
to suffer is so constant and so overwhelming, that. there 
is a real danger of our will to live being affected, of our 
vitality being undermined, of our sense of injury being 
weakened, otf our determination to face and defeat the 
enemys slackening. This we must not allow to happen, 
and if we shall observe the “Sabbath of Remembrance ” 
to-morrow in the right spirit it will not happen, not even 
in the lands where Amalek is still raging, where the rem- 
nant of Israel is “ faint and weary.” If we let our enemies 
know that we are a living organism, whose reaction to 
injury and pain ts real and strong, if we face the evil forces 
contronting us with dignity and courage, if we prepare our 
defence as thoroughly and resolutely as the enemy pre- 
pares his attacks, if we retute his slanderous allegations 
as frequently and consistently as they are made. if we con- 
lest every inch of ground that the enemy tries to gain, and 
if we make a real effort to unmask the followers and 
admirers of Amalek everswhere as the enemies not only 
of Israel but of humanity,. our ancient hope of winning 
the fight will be renewed, and the struggle will end in “ the 
remembrance. of Amalek ” being “ blotted out from under 
heaven.” 


The danger which our ancestors had to face when thev 
were. “met by the was.” while on the road to freedom. 
was not the enemy's strength but the weakness of the 
“faint and weary ” 
“enteebled in the rear,” the stragglers who were described 
as “the hindmost of them.” who had not the strength 
or the courage to turn round and face the treacherous 
foe in open combat. This also we must remember. It is 
the tainthearted among us that give the enemy his. oppor- 
tunity. It is the member of our Community who refuses 
to join in the defence of his people's honour, who is so 
engrossed in the pursuit of his own interests and is so 
bent on securing his own material advantage that his 
peoples fate does not concern him, who would rather 
remain behind, in the hope of not being noticed. than take 
part in the struggle for Israel's security and equality and 
lace an adversary. in the fight for tolerance. freedom. and 
true humanity, “Such a state of mind may also be due to 
a kind of forgetfulness, or amnesia, which prevents one 
from recalling the lessons of history, which blots out the 
past and renders one indifferent to the future. which 
deadens one’s sense of duty and removes from one’s soul 
the spark of Divinity. 


So let us do our best to remember both Amalek’s atti- 
“" tude and our own, Let*us remember our people's 
suffering as well as our people's duty and opportunity. 
True sons and daughters of Israel cannot forget either. 
Our memory never left us in the lurch in the past when 
the lessons of history had to be recalled in order to enable 
us to face dangers’ and to overcome national crises. It 
must not leave us in the lurch to-day. For soon it will 
be Amalek that will be fighting for his life. and when he is 
defeated a joint effort will have to be made bv all ‘his 
opponents to “blot out his remembrance from under 
heaven.” We are the people that has suffered most and 
longest from his arrogance and cruelty. We must have a 
share in the victory. Let the world remember that it was 
Israel's leaders and warriors who first challenged the 
treacherous enemy and beat him in open battle. Let the 
world remember the scene of that first great fight: Moses 
Standing on the top of the hill, with the “rod of God” in 
his hand, giving his command to Joshua and his chosen 
men to “go out, fight with Amalek.” Let us remember 
that “when Moses held up his hand Israel prevailed.” 
Let the hands of our present-day leaders be steady. and if 
they show any signs of weakening let us all go forward to 
support them. The way against Amalek, which is “ the 
Lord's War,” must be fought and won. By Divine decree 
this was written “for a memorial in the Book,” and it was 
“rehearsed” not only “in the ears of Joshua” but in 
those of successive generations of freedom-loving people. 
It should be ringing in our ears to-day. If it does—how 
could we forget? :

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Obituary 


DR. LEO BRAMSON 


President of the Ort 


The death has occurred at Marseilles, at the age of 73, 
of Dr. Leo Bramson, President of the Central Executive of 
the Ort (Society for the Promotion of Agriculture and 
Handicrafts among Jews). 

Dr. Bramson was born in Kovno (Kaunas). While a student 
of law at Moscow University he created, with Dr. J. Brutzkus 
and others, a circle for combating anti-Semitism and for the 
publication of a bibliographical encyclopedia of Jewish litera- 
ture in Russia from the days of Peter I. 

Beginning in 1894, Dr. Bramson directed the schools of the 
Society for the Enlightenment of Jews in Russia. Between 1899 
and 1906 he was the General Secretary and practically the 
Director of all the Russian enterprises of the Ica. He organised 
a census of the Jews in Russia, created a network of vocational 
institutions supported by the Ica, and began energetic action 
for the establishment of Jewish loan banks. He was 
aso very active in the furtherance of agriculture among the 
Jews, and took a keen interest in all Jewish emigration 
problems. 

In 1906, at the age of 37, Dr. Bramson was elected a member 
of the first Russian Duma. As he was one of the signatories 
of the famous “ Viborg Proclamation,’ demanding a constitu- 
tional monarchy for Russia, he was imprisoned and deprived 
of his right to be re-elected. After his release he resumed his 
activities in favour of Jewish emancipation and was again 
imprisoned. 

During the last war Dr. Bramson took part in the work of 
the Jewish relief organisation, “ Ikofo,” which helped hundreds 
of thousands of Jewish families who had been rendered bome- 
less. In 1920 he undertook a journey to the Western European 
countries and to the United States as chief representative of the 
Russian Ort Society. It was mainly due 40 his energy and 
influence that the Russian-Jewish Ort Socicty developed into 
an international union, with branches in 18 countries. 

From 1924 Dr, Bramson had been a member of the Council! 
of the American-Jewish Reconstruction Foundation, and since 
1925 a member of the Council of the Union of Jewish Emigra- 
tion Societies. In 1926 he took over the direction of the United 
Committee Ort-Ose-Emigdirekt. It was on his initiative that 
the Dubnow Fund was created for*sthe publication of the first 
general encyclopedia in Yiddish. 

During the present war, and particularly since the collapse 
of France. he had been active on behalf of the many thousands 
of homeless Jewish refugees, whose unhappy plight . always 
deeply moved him. 


THE REY. HARRIS HAMBURG 
Esteemed Cardiff Minister 


South Wales Jewry mourns the death last week in Cardiff 
of the Rev. Harris Hamburg, at the age of 74. He came 
to Cardiff when he was 24 and served the Cathredral 
Road Congregation for 50 years as 
Reader, Shochet. Mohel, and Teacher. 

Harris Hamburg was born = in 
Lithuania. He studied at several 
famous Yeshivas, and obtained his 
Kabalah and Morenu, from Rabbis 
Eliezer Gordon, of Telz, and Michel 
Mayim Hoovsha, of Skud. Before he 
came to England he was Baal Koreh at 
the Beth Hamedrash Hagodel at Telz. 
During his half-century in the Welsh 
city he came to be regarded = with 
great respect by the Community and as 
an authority on matters of Jewish 
Law. Among Shochetim all over Great 
Britain he was held in high esteem. 

The tall figure of the Rev. H. Hamburg was a familiar one 
for 36 years in the Riverside district, where he enjoyed the 
esteem of Jew and Gentile alike. He was an authority on 
local history. In the recent blitz on Cardiff, Mr. Hamburg was 
bombed out of his house but though this affected his health 
he was active to the last 

He was one of the founders of the Chovevei Zion movement 
in 1900. For 30 years be conducted the “ Blatt” at the local 
Beth Hamedrash. His Yiddish discourses were greatly admired. 

At the funeral, Hespedim were delivered by Rabbi 5 
Rogosnitzky, and the Revs. H. Jerevitch and G. Gray and 
Cantors E. Wilenczyk and A. Zucker gonducted the service. 
Mr. Hamburg is mourned by two sons Aa five daughters. 


The Rev. H. Jerevitrcu writes: 

Ihe Rev. H. Hambure’s beautiful rendering of the. services 
especially on the High Festivals will long be remembered. 
He was a man of vast learning whose extreme piety, humility, 
integrity, and broadmindedness gained for him the respect and 
admiration of everyone It was my privilege to be his colleague 
in the Synagogue for over thirty years and our friendship was 
never even for one moment broken. The local clergy mourn 
the death of a dear cofleague and the Community a very 
faithful servant. 


Dr. B. SAMUEL writes: | 

As mentor of Cardiff Jewry he was the personification of 
the finest Jewish qualities, and his genial manner, and modest and 
courageous outlook, endeared him to everybody. He taught 
successive generations of Cardiff Jewry since the beginning of 
the century. The Rev. H Hamburg had an intimate knowledge 
of the members of the Cardiff Community and, although. he 
often yearned for the “ Bal-habatim "’ of former years, his 
integrity and hatred of dissension helped many a communal 
storm to be stilled. He was loved and respected by “forcign ~ 
and English Jew alike. 


MRS. FRANK D. BENJAMIN 


The Rev. Erwraim LEVINE writes: 

The death of Mrs. Frank D. Benjamin last week has taken 
from our midst a woman of rare character. Like her husband, 
the late Frank D. Benjamin, a communal worker and a man of 
large-hearted charity, her whole life was wedded to the perform- 
ance of good deeds not alone on behalf of her own Community 
but on behalf of every good cause. She was the daughter of the 
late Jacob Levy (at one time a Treasurer of the Burial Society 
of the United Synagogue) and her home training had well fitted 
her to realise the beauty of holiness. 

For many years she was actively identified with the work of 
the Jewish Board of Guardians, and was President of the Jewish 
Boot Fund, was an assiduous worker on Care Committees of 
East End Schools, and later on, when the New West End Syna- 
gogue League of Social Service was established, she took a 
prominent part in its work and was President of the East Step- 
ney Infant Welfare Centre.

MR. PERCY L. MARKS 
Authority on Architecture 


Mr. Percy Leman Marks, well-known writer on archi- 
tectural subjects, died in London last week at the age of 73. 

Percy Marks was the son of B. S. Marks, R.C.A.. who 
painted the portraits of several prominent members of the 
Jewish Community. He was the author of “ The Principles of 
Planning Brildings’ (1901) which gan to four editions, 
“The Principles of Architectural Design’ (1907), “ Hand- 
book on Ventilation and Air Conditioning (1938), and 
“ Acoustics ” (1939). At one time he was on the editorial 
staff of the Arcnirect. 

The deceased took part in many communal activities. He 
seryed as member of the Industrial Committee of the Jewish 
Board of Guardians, of the Burial Society of the United 
Synagogue, and of the Board of Management of the Hammer- 
smith Synagogue, and on the Committee of the Hammersmith 
Jewish Literary Society, of which he was President for a period.

Throughout his life Mr. Marks took very keen interest in 
all branches of congregational activitics at the Hammersmith 
and West Kensington Synagogue. His precise and gentle 
ways, religious devotion, geniality and charitable nature earned 
him respect from Jew and non-Jew alike. He was an enthusi- 
astic supporter of the old Social and Literary Club, to whom 
he frequently lectured. His love of decorum in the House of 
God, where he was a regular worshipper, was a fine example.

AN INDIVIDUALIST WITH A 
“BETE NOIR” 


Confessions of an Individualist. By Witttam Henry 
Cuampertin. Duckworth. 15s.

In the past decade or so, the journalists, particularly the 
“foreign” correspondents, have stolen many marches on 
the professors as the exponents of the convulsions that 
have made up the European scene and of the men who 
have produced them. None can deny the value of the 
contemporary picture as portrayed by the trained observer. 


When such a first-hand narrative 1s_ reinforced by 
erudition in interpretation its value is considerably 
enhanced. In that respect “Confessions of an Individu- 


alist” is an important work. Its author is a distinguished 
American journalist on the staff of the CuristTiIAN SCIENCE 
Montrror. best known for his work as its Moscow corre- 
spondent for 12 years and as the author of “ Russia’s Tron 
Age,” probably the best work on the Bolshevik theme. 

n his latest book Chamberlin continues and underscores his 
thesis—disillusionment and disenchantment. Starting his think- 
ing life as an idealist intellectual, he saw in Communist theory, 
from the American distance, the true salvation of mankind. 
From Moscow, in immediate proximity to Stalinist practice, he 
emerged not mercly disillusioned but as the bitter denunciator 
of the Sovjet regime. Chamberlm now carries the Russian 

icture a stage further, fitting it into the Europe of Hitler, 
an and the present war 

His “ confessions are immaterial. The autobiographical 
details of his formative vears I tind turgid and, 1 must say, 
somewhat pretentious. Much of the rest reaches class« 
heights. 


Stalin the Precursor of Hitler 


Although radical y hostile to Hitlerism, the blow-lamp of- 


his critical invective is directed chiefly on the Empire of Stalin, 
whom he regards not merely as the precursor of Hitler, but his 
genius Hence his hatred of Stalin ts far greater than his 
hostility to Hitles The worst he can sav of the Nazi 1s to 
compare him scathingly with the Bolshevik. Hitler and Stalin 
have both been obliged to maintain their ascendancy by whole- 
sale killings of their old comrades. “1 was im Berlin during 
the famous ‘ purec ' of June 30, when scores or hundreds 
of recalcitrant Nazis were suddenty rounded up and slaughtered 
in the best traditions of Scartace Al Capone—or of Stale,” 
whose regime he describes as “ the Ghenern Khan socialsm of 
the Soviet Union.” 

Chainberlin’s ably documented “J’Accuse of Stalmism goes 
so far as to make the Sevict ruler the tutor.of Hiuler's blood- 
thirsty Jew-baiting. Referring to the mass killrgs mn Petrograd 
in 1918. he says: “tt may well bave given the German Nazis

This book might well bear, as us alternative title, the 
words: “It Musnt Happen Here... .” 

kt as the account of two Poelswhmen who enlisted as ambu 
lance drivers with the French Army, in the late spring of 1940 
They were thus in the almost umigue position of being alle to 
give a first-hand account, from the French point of view, of 
life during those nightmare months when, alone with their 
unit, they were retreating contimuously before the German 
advance, evacuating their wounded in conditions of panic 
overcrowding, and confusion nerve-racking even to read about 
They saw for themselves, too. the final and most ironic tragedy 
of all: how the civilian population, inspired (heaven knows by 
what subversive means) by unreasoning panic, left their homes 
where they were comparatively safe. and, impelled by terror. 
not so much of the actual Germans as of the carefully created 
myth of German omnipotence, crowded the roads of France in 
unending disorderly streams: effectively clogging the wheels of 
the French war-machine, and bringing it to its eventual tragic 
collapse. 

Chis story ts now well known: but the lesson of it cannot be 
emphasised too often. If only for this reason, “ The Road to 
Bordeaux " is an important and timely book. 
_ Apart from this, the whole book, written in the form of a 
journal bythe joint authors, whose personalities and stvle 
appear so well matched, has an impartiality, a vividness and 
candour, in the Christopher Isherwood tradition, which is 
characteristic of modern reportage at its best.

CULTURE 


Pheenicia and Western Asia, to the Macedonian Conquest. 
By Raymonp Weitt. Translated from the French by ERNest 
F. Row. Harrap and Co. 6s.

The Pheenicians are a people about whom scholars know 
little but talk a great deal. They were widely travelled and 
skilful seamen, and enterprising merchants and manu- 
facturers, and their importance as “ middlemen,” distribut- 
ing and exchanging the arts and culture of the Near East, 
while the Israelites, the Greeks, and the Romans each in 
their turn were fashioning their destinies, can be read 
between the lines of history. 

Some writers maintain that they even penetrated from their 
homes on the coast of Syria to these islands in search of the 
tin of Cornwall. Nor was this all. The words which I and 
millions of other men am now writing in English, even the 
Hebrew or Greek or other languages which we may read at 
other times, were directly made possible by the Phenicians, 
who invented the first alphabet for us some 3,500 years ago 

In spite of this, Intle precise information about this interest- 
ing people. ts available. Only one of their chief sites, Byblos, 
has been even partly cxcavated.. Their other centres at Tyre, 
Sidon, Arvad, Berytus, are still unexplored, though the remark- 
able discoveries at the provincial settlement of Ras. Shamra, in 
North Syria, have done a lot to make good these deficiencies 
by producing Ivtcrary tablets of unique interest and import- 
ance. Nevertheless, is still early days for writing a history 
of Pharnicia, and M. Weill, faced with the task of making 
bricks with very little straw. has been obliged to draw all too 
heavily on the history of Eevpt, the Hittites, and the Assyrians 
instead. Since Phoenicia lay exactly between those contending 
cmpies, ber history was admittedly to some extent theirs. ' Yet 
we know that the cities of Phernicia possessed a history and 
even historians of their own. It is a pity that the search with 
the spade for what remains of it has now to be relegated to the 
uncertainty of a not too promising tuture 

Wells chapter on the alphabet is excellent Several

‘An Outdoor Overture for Orchestra. (Ful! Score 12s. 6d.) 
Music for Radio (Saga of the Prairie). (Full Score 15s.)

Aaron Copland, born in New York and now one of the 
most promising of contemporary American composers, 
received much of his musical training on the European Con- 
tinent. A pianist of distinction, he has to his credit a numoer 
of compositions, including among those of larger range 
several symphonies, a piano concerto, and some ballets. 

His “ Outdoor Overture,” which received a recent perform- 
ance by the B.B.C. Scottish Orchestra under Mr, Guy Warrack, 
is a work of striking individuality, with abounding rhythmic 
force and a vital urge, rendered the moje insistent by bizarre 
orchestration and daring harmonic structure. It says some- 
thing for a work of this kind when one who ts not ordinarily 
sympathetic to the modernist. mentality finds in this modernist 
overture a thoroughly convincing freshness, and although the 
orchestral technique bears some relationship to that of the 
dance band there is much originality in the free treatment of 
the trumpets and trombones. 

In “ Music for Radio “ (Saga ofthe Prairic) Aaron Copland 
approximates still more closely to the dance-band instrumental 
range, but provides for substitution by more  orchestrally 
normal instruments. The music is full of dynamic energy and 
surprise im instrumental colouring, while. the idiom ts’ both

Mr. Isaac Landau, the President of the Board for the 
Affairs of Shechita, presided on Tuesday over a meeting 
of the Board at the Vestry Offices in Heneage Lane, 
Bevis Marks, E.C.3. 

In moving the adoption of the accounts, the President said 
he was sorry to say that it had been a most disastrous half- 
year, the deficit for the period amounting to no less than 
£9,050. This was largely accounted for by the fact that the 
penny per pound that was payable by the butchers in respect 
of Shechita fees had not been paid to the Board, which had 
received only 67) per cent. 

The matter had, therefore, become so serious, he continued. 
that the Committee thought it their duty to communicate with 
the three parent bodies, and as a result Sir Robert Waley 
Cohen, who interviewed the honorary officers, was devoting 
himself to this question, He (Mr. Landau) hoped that in the 
very near future they would be able to report a new scheme 
whereby justice would be done not only to the Jewish public 
but also to all the parties concerned. The matter involved 
negotiations and meetings with the Ministry of Food and with 
the butchers 

He was very hopeful, concluded Mr. Landau, that when they 
next met, he would have figures to place before them which 
would show the Board's finances to have undergone a change 
for the better, 

The accounts were adopted. 

Ihe mecting agreed to the recommendation of the Executive 
Committee that a grant of £500 be made to the United Syna- 
gogue for services rendered 

The Board discussed the difficulties- that. have arisen from the 
decision of the members of the Beth Din not to recommend 
the renewal of heences of hindquarter butchers. In view of 
the gravity of the matter the meeting adjourned its considera- 
tions to a special Board meeting to be held within 14 days. 

A vote of condolence was passed on the death of Mr. § J 
Lampel.

THE SAME OLD BERG 
Ten Rounds of Blitz Beat Mizler 


(From our Boxing Correspondent) 


“Kid ‘ repeated his victory of six years ago 
(when he won the light-weight title), by outpointing Harry 
Mizler over ten rounds at the Cambridge Theatre, W., last 


weck. 
Berg, who has never laid any claim to being a stylish, 
ox type of fighter, did not allow Mizler space or time in 
which to use his undoubted skill. The famous “ Yiddle “ has 
been fighting now for almost 20 years and has reached an age 
when most boxers have hung up their gloves, Yet he amazed 
the audience by the way he kept up a terrific non-stop attack 
throughout the ten rounds. His speed, energy and ceaseless 
attack left one marvelling. He took the initiative away from 
Mizier. who had to be content most of the time with defending 
himself. Occasionally one got a glimpse of Mizler’s bang- 
crash left, followed by his right, but it made no difference to 
Berg, who just waded in, punching continually. He seemed to 
be full of confidence, oF not for a moment during the ten 
furious rounds did he ease up. 

Mizier now and then did try to stem the tide by standing 
toe to toe and slamming away, but it was noticeable that he, 
the younger man, had to break away first. The more orthodox 
boxing was that of Mizler, but it was not sufficient to keep 
away a man who, during his time, has met the world’s best and 
is still capable of giving the top-notchers in this country 4 great 
deal to think about. 3 

Also on the bill was Teddy Berg, Sergeant Instructor in the 
Army and the younger brother of “ Kid” Berg. He was 
opposed to Billy dovadids. a tough and robust battler. Teddy 
boxed well. but not well enough to offset the ruggedness of hrs 
opponent, who put him down for two counts in the second, 
and finally knocked him out in the third round

In 
many small offices the problem has reached almost insuperable 
dimensions owing to the inability in many cases of the pro- 
priector to pay the wages sought. In larger concerns and in

THE COMMUNITY OF THE FUTURE 


Your leader of last week must have, to use a Churchill- 
jan phrase, “ warmed the cockles of the hearts ” of all who 
are deeply concerned about the future of Anglo-Jewry. 
You rightly stress the need of intelligent planning now, 
and is not the very term “plan™ the negation of so much 
which characterises Jewish life even in normal times? 
One of the greatest problems confronting us is what to do 
with. our post-war youth. Every war has its moral and 
spiritual, as well as political and economic aftermath; the 
pendulum swings to the other extreme of cynicism, dis- 
illusionment, and the overthrow of restraint—all of which 
are the deadly enemies of Religion. Thus, in order to save 
thousands of our youth from degeneration, if not spiritual 
annihilation, we must begin to plan now! No scheme 
which does not provide a foremost place for our youth is 
worth considering. I suggest that our representative 
religious, educational, political, and social bodies, despite 
the pressing present-day problems which engage their 
attention, should appoint a Reconstruction Committee. 
comprised of men of vision and imagination, men who are 
not fettered by preconceived notions, and that this com- 
mittee should have on it a good proportion of the repre- 
sentatives of our youth. It is not expected, of course, that 
detailed proposals should be made, but at least a general 
outline can be adumbrated. Alas, there are still certain 
elements among us who do not realise the need for recon- 
struction at all, but on the contrary are as destructive as 
ever! You say that “our little systems” have “had their 
day.” A perusal of your journal convinces one that our 
communal systems” of squabbling and bickering, 
far from having had their day, have gained a new lease 
of life! Going from the minor to the major: if it is so 
now in the midst of war, what is it going to be like after 
the war? Our motto must be: Plan or Perish, and each 
Community in the land must make its choice now.—THE

THE LORD IS ONE 


Loath as I am to challenge the words of so eminent an 
ecclesiastic as Rabbi M. Swift, yet as one who has had 
some experience, and a certain amount of success, in the 
field of bridging the gulf, religious and social, between Jew 
and Gentile, 1 must say that I was nonplussed by his 
remark (as reported) to the Brixton Unitarians: “ Let each 
worship his own God.” This is precisely the sort of 
Statement to widen any gulf between Jew and Christian. 
It cannot be too often emphasised that there is one God 
for us all. The God of Moses our Teacher is the God of 
the Founder of Christianity. It is often asserted that 
Jesus did not come to obliterate Judaism and start a 
religion of his own—he came to root out the evils with 
which Jewish communal life were besetand guide his fellow- 
Jews on the right path. He said: “I come not to destroy 
the Law (of Moses) and the Prophets but to fulfil it.” It 
is all-important to emphasise agreement on the immortal 
phrase: “Have we not all one Father: Hath not One 
God created us all?" That must always be the starting 
point in the development of goodwill and brotherliness 
between Jew and Christian, and asseverations such as the 
one attributed to Rabbi Swift are of a nature likely to 
hinder a full and unequivocal understanding.—* GREEN

Whatever their degree of observance or 
otherwise of their religious traditions, never- 
theless they maintain to a marked degree the 
particularly Jewish outlook in the matter of 
charity, For to the Jewish woman, per- 
haps even more than to the Jewish man, 
the doing of good, the helping of those less 
fortunate than herself, is a privilege, and 
exercise in the highest degree of the Biblical 
command, which differentiates subtly be- 
tween the patronising bestowal of surplus 
material, which is charity in its narrowest 
meaning, and the warmer and more humane 
exercise of mercy which is summed up in 
the Hebrew term Rachmanut. 

The part played by the Jewish woman 
is of great importance when an appeal is 
launched in the Community. For although 
cheques may be, and generally are, in-

through them the response of their menfolk, 
was phenomenal. 
Again, the rebuilding of the Jewish 
National Home in Palestine has gone for- 
ward very much under the influence of what 
has been accomplished by women’s organi- 
sations there, and the appeals for Eretz 
Yisrael have also met with a pretty good 
response in this country, through the bodies 
affiliated to the W.1.Z7.0.. and a great 
measure of success in America, where the 
important women’s association Hadassah 
Originated and which gave us that truly 
remarkable Jewish woman Miss Henrietta 


Jewish educative forces now languishing. 
It is essential in issuing appeals to find a 
formula that will coincide with the ideas 
of the Jewish woman as well as of the 
Jewish man. Jewish women are conscious, 
perhaps more than other citizens of the 
British Empire, of the need for victory over 
the evil things which Jews recognised befoge 
anyone else, They have comforted and 
helped at first hand the victims of Nazi 
bestiality when the rest of the British people 
still looked upon Hitler and his gangster 
associates as a rather overdone bogy.

value and their destination are often 
seriously affected by the lady of the house, 
and it is doubtful if, in the face of deter- 
mined opposition from his wife, any Jewish 
man would go out of his way to give 
financial help to any particular charitable 
appeal.

Ihe announcement in last week's issue

INCENDIARY 

The adult students at certain English 
Classes for Foreigners in the East End were 
given as the subject for an essay: “ How 
1 spend my time in the shelter.” One 
elderly student wrote as follows: 

_“ As_ | was sitting in the shelter during an 
air raid, my friend Morrie smelt a smell. He 
stood up and said: Phew! What's on fire? 
I got up to go with him to look for incendiary 
bombs. Instead | shouted out, O! O! Morrie, 
it's me burning, for as I stood up I found 
my hoisen branen—due to the careless hold- 
ing of a cigarette.” 


It scems something of an anti-climax, 
after all the Jewish women have done in 
connection with refugees from Nazi perse- 
cution, to ask them to rally now merely to 
save themselves. They must be asked some- 
thing more. They must be asked to assist 
in the general scheme for a greater measure 
of education for everybody; the purely 
Jewish aspect of the problem must be made 
an integral part of the great work of re- 
construction in the better world to which 
we all look forward: the Jewish question 
must be linked up with that of democracy, 
of humanity. 

The Jewish Community in this country, 
like the rest of the world that survives the 
present upheaval, must search its heart fear- 
lessiv and honestly, and determine upon a 
course of real progressive equality, where 
men and women earn respect, admiration, 
regard, and praise, not on account of their 
social status, their sex, the colour of their 
hair, Or the shape of their features, but only 
because of the value of the contribution 
they make to the sum of «human welfare. 
When it can be honestly affirmed that 
Jewish women actively take part in Jewish 
affairs, the appeals that go forth will never 
fall on deaf ears.

PORTABLE LUNCHES 


Many workers are getting a very short 
time for their mid-day meal and where no 
canteen is available they must take their 
lunch with them, for there is no time to go 
out for food. Here are a few suggestions. 


Patties 


Take 4 oz. each white flour, wholemeal 
flour, and dry mashed potato, mix together 
with a good pinch of salt and rub in 1 oz. 
dripping or margarine, then mix to a paste 
with very litthe cold water. Roll out very 
thin. cut into rounds, spread with any filling 
preferred, fold over, pressing edges to- 
gether and bake in a moderate oven. 
Sueveested Fillings: 

(1) Sultanas mixed with chopped nuts. 

(2) A little cooked fish (or tinned fish) 
mixed with brown breadcrumbs, and bound 
with a spoonful or two thick anchovy sauce. 
This is a good way to use up “ left overs.” 

(3) Cooked mashed potato mixed with an 
equal quantity raw grated carrot and bound 
with curry sauce. 

(4) Mix together 2 tablespoonfuls cooked 
rice, 2 ov. ground nuts, } teaspoonful each 
marmite and curry powder, and | teaspoon- 
ful tomato ketchup. 


Sandwiches 


Ust brown bread and spread with mar- 
garine or dripping. Try some of these 
fillings. 

(1) Soft herring roes. cooked very gently 
in milk and water. Drain and mash with a 
fork and add either chopped capers or 
chopped gherkin. 

(2) Mash a small tin of baked beans, and 
mix with it a tablespoonful chopped pickles 
and a littl sauce or ketchup, and season 
with salt and pepper. 

(3) Core and slice an apple, put a slice 
on a piece of bread. cover -with sliced 
sausage and sprinkle liberally with chopped 
parsley; spread “top slice of bread 
mustard. 

(4) Dates thinly sliced. 

(5) Sardines mashed with vinegar. spread 
on toast for a change and sprinkle liberally 
with chopped parsley, 

(6) Finely chopped celery, or grated 
carrot, mixed with chopped sultanas and 
momtened with salad dressing. 


Bread Rolls 


THuese are easy to carry. Use either 
brown or white, cut Grough and remove a 
little of the centre so as to form a Case. 
Dry these pieces in the oven, they make 
excellent rusks. 

Lse any filling preferred, those suggested 
for the patties or sandwiches would do. 
Or a cooked sausage popped in whilst hot 
is Very good: cover and wrap straight away, 
the sausage will give its flavour to the whole 
roll. 

Any left-over vegetables. chopped up. 
well seasoned, and mixed with a little cold 
sausage meat, make an excellent filling. 

Oatmeal Scones 
Flour, 4 o7.: 


Sugar, o07.: Fine oatmeal, 


4 oz.: cream of tartar, 1 teaspoonful: mar- 
gurine, 2 o7.; soda bicarb., 4. teaspoonful; 
milk, gill 

Mix flour, oatmeal, soda bicarb.. and 


cream ot tartar together, Rub in the mar- 
garine, add the sugar and mix to a stiff 
paste with milk. Roll out on a floured 
board } inch thick, cut into rounds and bake 
in a hot oven for about 15 minutes. If 
preterred the mixture can be divided into 
two pieces, each rolled into a round ! inch 
thick and then cut across in four. 

These scones can be used instead of bread 
for savoury mixtures or if preferred add a 


few sultanas to the ingredients” before

~ John Gielgud as The Prime Minister 


Warner Bros. British production, The Prime Minister, 
is a serious, well-thought-out study of Disracli’s progress 
from dandy and novelist to his days of triumph as Prime 
Minister of England. 

Unlike the George Arliss picture, which dealt so largely with 
the great man’s social life and the more spectacular of his 
political successes, this version gives us Disrach first and fore- 
most as a Parliamentarian. We share his mortification when 
his maiden speech is howled down; we note with interest his 


growing histrionic ability: we respond to his brilliance which 
brings down ihe complarant Melbourne Government: watch 
his ducls with the dour Gladstone; and share his triumph ove: 
the solid Liberal when the Russo-Turkish War brings forth 
all those now familiar phrases—appeasement, honouring of 
treaties, and peace with honour. 

John Gielgud gives us a satisfying study of Disraeli, more 
satisfying in his later years than*as the young fop, His 
portrait of the stooping, mannered statesman who looks so 
old until he begins to speak, and who then regains imme- 
diately all the fire of his youth, reaches brilliance at times. 
Diana Wynyard, as his wife, mtroduces us to a Mary Anne 
rather younger and prettier than we had imagined, but she
